Washington, March 22.—Rear Ad- 


mit al William S. Benson, then chief of 
the naval operations, was the official 
who told Rear Admiral Sims "not to 
let the British pull the wool over your 
eyes, we would as soon fight them as 
the Germans," Admiral Sims testified 
today before the senate committee in 
\estigating the navy conduct of the 
•war. 


Admiral Sims said the remark was 


made just after he had received his 
final instruction from Secretary Daniels 
preparatory to his departure for Eng- 
land on the eve of the entry of the 
United States into ttye war. He added, 
however, that it was not made in the 
course of formal instructions, but dur- 
ing a conversation in the office of Rear 
Admiral Palmer, chief of the bureau of 
navigation. 
The witness told the committee that 


Admiral Benson repeated his admonition 
during a conversation 
the following 


day and, that he mad* the same remark 
six months later in London.

Admiral Sims said he did not pay par- 


ticular attention to the statement- at 
that time because he believed Admiral 
Benson was intensely anti-British. He 
added that this belief was entertained 
generally throughout the service. 


An aide recently called his attention 
to the remark, the admiral said, and 
Admiral Palmer Palmer also told him 
that he remembered hearing Admiral 
Benson make the statement.

HOUSEWIVES AND HIGH 


PRICES. 


The Housewives Union of America, 


which has 20 branches in 
California, 


claims to have dented the H. C. of L. 
In that state. It works in part through 
boycott ot alleged profiteers. 
It claims 


to have brought down 
the 
price of 


eggs from ffc.00 to 43 cents, and to 
have made it fashionable to wear cot- 
ton gloves at $1.00 a pair, instead of 
high priced fdds. etc., etc. 


One doesn't feel sure what the ulti- 


mate outcome of boycotting eggs would 
be. Eggs at 43 cents a dozen, on pres- 
ent costs of feed, might mean no eggs 
another year. 


But activities working for simplifi- 


cation of life are just what 4s needed 
to straighten out the wobbly world. 
The 5.000 members of this organization 
seem to have been persuaded to sub- 
stitute reality and service for style and 
appearance, and in so doing they hit 
old H. C. of L. where it lives.

cinnati since his entrance into the presi- 
dential campaign, gives ample evidence 
of the esteem in which the three-time 
chief executive of Ohio is held by la- 
boring men. 


The governor was introduced as the 


next president of the United States, 
and his address was 
received 
with 


heartiest 
approval. It is one of the 


strongest arguments put forth by those 
who favor the Buckeye governor that 
he enjoys the confidence of labor. His 
success during the period of unrest in 
Ohio was due largely to the fact that 
both labor and business know him to 
be absolutely fair. 


Unless such a man is chosen a«s our 


next president we may be in for a 
rough time of it in this count ry. 
If 


big business thinks it can pile up 
huge fund, dictate party nominees, buy 
the election and control actions after 
election it is doomed to disappointment.

UNPAID INTEREST. 


(Columbus Dispatch.) 
The nations with whom we were as- 
sociated during the war, including Rus- 
sia, owe us something like ten billion 
dollais. 
This vast amount of credit 
was extended to them to enable them 
to obtain supplies in this country, for 
the most part, although some of it was 
money sent to them for use in other 
countries. 
There was little or no opposition to 
tl.e loan at the time. 
Our associates 


were making even greater sacrifices 
than extending loans; they were fight- 
ing and dying. So it was considered 
that we were getting off easy, by ex- 
tending credit, especially since most of 
it went to pay for products here in the 
United States. 
But the interest upon the loan is now 


falling due, and it isn't being paid, and 
there is a good deal of comment upon 
the subject. Russia is behind with her 
interest to the extent of a hundred and 
fifty million dollars, but nobody expects 
Russia to pay anything at the present 
time. Great Britain owes us in inter- 
est due more than a hundred million 
dollars; France, sixty-five million: Italy, 
forty million; Belgium, eight million, 
U is the failure to pay upon the part 
of these latter nations that is causing 
comment. 


None of the countries 'have repudiated 


their debt, of course, but they are un- 
able to pay. or at least have not done 
so. 
I«i the meantime the people of 
those countries have 
begun 
talking 


about cur expecting them to pay. They 
are wondering why we can not consid- 
er what they did to save the world from 
the *;nemy, and call it square. One 
proposhior if to throw all of the debts 
of the various nations into a junk pile 
u..d begin over with clean books—but 
It is hardly necessary to say that-the 
proposition is not pleasing to the peo- 
E»Je of this country. 
We have no de- 
iire to do that which will cripple a 
friendly ration, we have no desire to 
play the part of the heartless creditor, 


t with our own family of a hundred 


million people to provide government 
for, and with the cost of government 
mounting higher every day, those who 
owe us will be expected to pay.

Despite general belief there 
ta good reason for believing that abso- 
lute immunity from ivy and sumac 
poisoning does not exist, investigators 
state. They also found that many 
common methods of treatment are not 
to be commended. .Poisou ivy is some- 
times caHed poison oak. Poison sumac 
is jflUw .known in Carious localities as 
poison dogwood, poison elder, poison 
ash, thunderwood. and poisonwood. 
These poisonous plants are widely dis- 
tributed. While no accurate estimates 
can be made as to the economic losses 
resulting from poisoning, the total Is 
very great, and there i* twgent need 
for widespread campaigns to eradicate 
these noxious plants. 


Handle With Glove*. 


If one must handle these poisonous 


plants, gloves, preferably of robber, 
shoukl be worn. After the gloves have 
been removed they should be thorough- 
ly washed with soap and water and 
rinsed several times. Inasmuch as the 
clothing which comes in contact with 
the leaves may be a source of infection 
fdr a considerable period, care should 
be takea in changing the garments, and 
also the shoes. Many cases of poison- 
ing-have resulted merely frora-contact 
with exposed clothing. 


One of the surest and best methods 


of minimizing or preventing infection 
after the hands, face or other parts of 
the body have been exposed, is to wash 
and rin«»e them repeatedly with an 
abundance of good kitchen soap and 
hot water. The' poison, after being 
dejwsited on the skin, requires some

vy" are used, interchangeably in many 
ocalities. The plant generally known 
as poison oak throughout the Pacific 


occurs «< a hush." sometimes four 


five feet high, ami has leaflets re- 
ibling the leaves of the western oak. 


but it i* also found as a vine, and is 
sometimes called poison ivy. 


In the east from New Jersey. Dela- 


ware and Virginia southward the name 
'poison oak" is often used to distin- 
guish from the poison ivy vine, a form 
)ccurring as a bush with lobed leaflets, 


little resembling the leaves of scrub 


oak. Westward from Minnesota. Ne- 
iraska, and Arkansas to Washington. 
Montana, Colorado and New Mexico, 
:hls name i* applied to a low bush or 
railing snnb which does not climb. 
The leaves of all forms have stout 
rather long stems, bearing three leaf- 
lets, two of which are opposite, ami 
short stalked, while the third has a 
long stalk. The leaflets are from one 
to four inches long, dark green on the 
uurer surface, lighter (sometimes with 
velvety covering of fine hairs) un- 


lemeuth. with smooth or somewhat 
cdented margins. 


In the eastern states and westward 


as far as Wyoming to Texas, the Vir- 
ginia creeper is found generally in the 
some location as poison Jvy vine, 
which it resembles somewhat in its 
liabits and the shape of its leaflets, but 
it can be readily distinguished from 
poison ivy ip that its leaves are divided 
into three to five leaflets to the stalk. 
Moreover, though it is sometimes sup- 
ported by aerial rootlets, like poison 
ivy, it also has numerous tendrils like 
those of the grape vine, and its in- 
edible fruits are blue, with red stem?, 
and contain two or three seeds. 


How to Recognize Poison Sumac. 
Poison sumac grows in moist ground 


usually in swamps or along low. miry 
hank-* of streams and ponds. It cc- 
curs from New England to Florida, and 
westward to Minnesota. Arkansas and 
Louisiana. The poison sumac leaves 
are readily distinguished from the 
harmless sumac and species of ash. 
elder and other shrubs and trees hav- 
ing a somewhat similar foliage, and 
the character, appearance and color of 
the fruits furnish other simple means 
of 
identification. Furthermore, the 


poison sumac occurs on moi«t or 
«wampy land, and in drier locations is 
found only along the borders of 
swamps or hogs. The number of leaf- 
lets into which the leaves of the harm- 
less sumacs are divided range from 
to 21 and 31. while the poison sumac 
leaves divide into 7 to 13 leaflet*. 


While many persons are of the opin- 


ion that contact with these plants is 
not ne<-<>«=ary to produce poisoninz. \i 
is probable that many cases supi««sed 
to ha\e originated in this way have 
actually hp^n due to direct or indirect 
contact.

The problem of establishing a perma- 


nent marine presses tor solution, Mr. 
Payne empTiaslses. He contends that 
no question of government ownership 
is involved. The. question, he says, is 
not between public and private own- 
ership, hut between American and for- 
eign ownership. 


"We want an established American 


merchant marine: how it shall be 
owned is le*s important." he says. 
We desire that every ship now gov- 
rnraent owned shall be sold to ac<l 
be privately owned and operated by 
Americans for Americans, but/hat will 
f-ome later. The chief thing in hand is 
o create a merchant marine." 


Ship? alone will not create a mer- 


chant marine. Mr. Payne reminds the 
Old Colony club members. "Indeed," 
he warns "unless we have men. money 
and brains In the shippinc business, 
ships may become a liability rather 
.ban an asset. How. then, may a mer- 
hant marine be established? It can- 
not be done in a day. It cannot be 
done by legislation. It requires time, 
habit, growth and individual capacity, 
initiative and enterprise. 


"Many seem to think the shipping 


board can do this by reducing price* of 
ships, and instantly shipping men will 
spring up and sll our ship« will be 
bought by private owners, and. pres- 
to! a merchant marine is a fact. Thi« 
is a serious error. A substantial redac- 
tion in price would undoubtedly sell 
some 300 ships, but this would not 
touch the problem. Ships cannot be 
sold in large numbers until the coun- 
try i? prepared to buy them. It is not 
now prepared. 


Must Acquire Ship Habit. 


"We have not acquired the ship hab- 


it. Who loans money on ships? Whom 
of your acquaintanceship would buy a 
ship mortgage? 
Are your neighbors 


sending their boys to sea? 
These 


things must come to pas» before 
we are a maritime nation, prepared to 
buy over 2.000 ships. 


"My conclusion is it is not possible 


to have a successful merchant marine 
until the country grows into.the ship 
habit. The American newspapers and 
magazines most arouse the thinking 
men among manufacturer*, investment 
bankers, fanners and labor to the 
necessity for a merchant marine: teach 
the people to think and act in the lan- 
guage of shipping. They must first un- 
derstand, then they will act. 


"Already great strides are belns 


made. Even now we have 300 firms or 
companies operating shipping hoard 
ships. They employ on land and sea 
nearly 00.000 men In the service. W> 
maintain a recruiting service and 
school to teach officers, engineers and 
sailors how to do the work and fit them 
for the sea. 


'American Insnranee is essential. 


Companies must be encouraged and 
new ones established, that we he not 
dependent on foreign companies for 
our ship insurance. 
Tho American 


bureau of shipping must be developed 
and strengthened to the end that in 
all technical matters affecrlns Chip- 
ping we may be Independent of any 
foreign institutions. T« accomplish thl< 
task, all Americans mnst pnll togeth- 
er. The tales of the «ea must become 
the go«sip of the nnrsery and of the 
fireside."
